The question of World Peace has 
been in the minds of nations for some 
time, especially has this been so since 
the recent World War. Much has be.n 
said about World Peace, hut not Loo 
much, apparently, not enough. Not 
enough to arouse public sentiment 
and to make the people iealize that 
we must have peace, not enough to 
accomplish that great and beautiful 
thing that we undertook for even 
now World Peace remains an un¬ 
realized vision, and unaccomplished 
dream. 

Peace has been the dream of the 
ages and what a wonderful dream it 
:s. What an ideal age it shall be when 
the flower of brotherhod and peace 
will blossom forth and fiH the world 
with its fragrance, and war shall be 
no more. 

II the people of all nations of the 
woild would pause to think of the 
horrors of war. they would consider 
more seriously the program for 
World Peace, for the abolition of 
war. to civilization, is a matter of 
life and death. The interruption of 
world trade by war means a loss 
greater than any possible gain, but 
.. ide from the breakdown of trade, 
war today means the wholesale de¬ 
stitution of population and of piop- 
cily. Tne battlefields of another war 
would be in cities and on farms, it- 
victims would be innocent men, wom- 
i n, and children. The workers in fac¬ 
tories making munitions, clothing, 
trucks and the thousand other things 
that the armies and navies need will 
l.e legitimate targets for armies. 

War is an old and barbarous way 
of settling disputes. War upheld by 
fi.e and sword, with death, ruin, and 
destruction as its chief products, goes 
hack to a day that is, lost in the mist 
of time. Even before the records of 
lime began men were destroying the 
lives of one another in armed con¬ 
flicts. Since the beginning of history 
there have been only two hunch : d 
and sixty-eight years of peace. When 
we think of this it makes us wonder 
i nw the world has made as much 
progress as it has in its growth ot 
people and its marvelous work of 
const) uction. For those two hundred 
end s xty-cight years of peace have 
beer, miraculous in what they accom¬ 
plished for the human race. What 
would be the estimate of our world 
today if those thousands of years of 
.■•or that we have endured had been 
thousands of years of peace! Peace 
in which to develop our industries, 
I rac e in whic h to carry on the eon 
struetive works intended fi r human 
betterment and human happiness. 

It is about time that sensible hu¬ 
man being were giving serious 
thought to Lie job of ending war. 
How much longer will civilized people 
continue to ai t as barbarians? 

At tile end of the World War. inn- 
ihers who had gone down into to" 
valley of the shadow of death to giv 
life to their sons, said never again 
would tiled- own flesh be torn, their 
life's red blood be spilled upon the 
battlefields of war. Widows, states-, 
men. and veterans who had actually 
seen war in all its horrors joined in 
the plea for World Peace. For a little 
while it seemed that in the caldron 
of hatred and mass-slaughter, as was 
it> the World War, there had lie p 
brewed a potion of perpetual peace. 
Men. for a moment, seemed to have 
;irh I’vcil the heights after thousands 


of years of brutal living. But now 
with war still impressed upon the 
minds of the people, with those wid¬ 
ows and veterans still young and 
those noble, self-sacrificing mothers 
still alive, we are on the verge of an- 
i iner war. 

We have the League ot Nations, 
the League Covenant, The World 
Court, and several other great peace 
pacts, all of which China and Japan 
are members, and now contrary to 
all these peace paces and leagues, 
Japan today is forcing war upon 
China. The situation in Shanghai 
should make it clear to everyone that 
the danger of war is still great. It 
should also be evident that war in 
any quarter of the globe is a direct 
threat to the interest of every nation. 
The blood of human being drips from 
the hands of Japan on to the hands 
of all the world. 

It is not, only, that war is painful, 
fearful, and desti uctive; all this could 
be endured if war were justified. Men 
of intelligence hate war because 
tuousands of live are lost in a gams 
that is in itself unnecessary, child¬ 
ish. and brutal. 

There are reasons for our failure 
to establish World Peace and we 
must find and remove those reasons 
if we expect to attain it. One of toe 
greatest causes of war is commercial¬ 
ism, that selfish desire for wealth and 
power. Nations in by-gone centuries 
l ave placed their troops in every 
'and, their navies upon every sea, and 
have piled their wealth to the sky 
and yet they failed because they used 
their power and wealth for the op¬ 
pression of mankind. 

World Peace is necessary and it is 
1 possible. But peace will not be 
brought about by leaders of nations, 
by presidents of corporations, by ora¬ 
tors, or by the pen alone. It can be 
brought about only by a realization 
| on the part of each world citizen that 
I tiie yellow gold of money, the black 
' gold of oils, the bonded gold of se- 
' curities, or the earthen gold of lands 
cannot be compared in value to :i 
niman soul. Until this full realization 
| is complete, wars will continue as 
they have in the past and as they are 
at tne present. Calvin Coolidge says: 

"Peace will come only under a 
reign of law, based on righteousness, 
and supported by the teligious con¬ 
viction if the brotherhood of man. 
J We know and everyone knows that 
these old systems, antagonisms, and 
reliance on force ha\e failed. If we 
i re to maintain and protect our own 
| civilization, if we are to be of any 
j benefit to the race of mankind, we 
I ..lust turn aside from tne thoughts 
I ol destruction and cultivate the 
i thoughts of construction." 

There should be, and must be, a 
United States of Nation, living as 
Jbeacefully together as our United 
' States of America, and having one 
ideal in common that of World 
Peace. The whole world must be con¬ 
certed into one high, genuine, feeling 
of fellowship. Men must believe, 
teach, and live that beautiful ideal 
brotherhood of man 

That ideal will become a reality 
only when all men shall possess sim¬ 
plicity. faith, hope, and charity, and 
can say with Browning.
